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NEW PARTY HEADED. BY LLOYD GEORGE. 


+Premier’s Scathing Attack on Labourites. 


( Reuter's Service.) 


London, March 23, 
The formation of a new Farty under tho leadership of Mr. Lioyd 
George has been foreshadowed by Sir Ernest, Wild, M.P. Presiding 
at a-luncheon in the House of Commons by “the New Members‘ 
Coalition Group” to Mr. Lloyd George, Sir Ernest Wild said the 


group consisted of 112 M.P.’s drawn from both wings of the Coali-' 


tion, honestly believing that the Coalition was the only form of 
government and wholeheartedly 
Mr. Chamberlain. Sir Ernest said he hoped there would eventually 
bo p great National Contre Party pledged to aay to Mr. Lloyd 
George :—“ Whither thou goest, we will go.” = : 


Mr, Lioyd George, in a speech, emphasised that the great peri! 
to-day was the riso of a now Party with most subversive aims, se)f- 
styled Labour but really Socialist, which was tearing parties to pieces 
and wae on the way to tearing: society to pieces. 


Mr. Lloyd George, continuing, said the military danger which 
engendered the Coalition was past, but greater, moro insidious and 
more permanent dangers remained, arising from the new idoas of 
organisations that had suddenly risen to great power, Even now 
the reat danger of the phenomonal rise of the so-called Labour Party 
was not fully realised, just as the Garman danger was not realised. 
It had already destroyed the Liboral Party and was fighting to 
destroy everything built up during generations, including private 
enterprise, the organisation of commerce, industry and credit, and 
Whereas Labour in 1918 polled half of 
what the Coalitionists polled, the Coalition polled 226,000 and Labour 
201,090 in bye-olections during 1920 and 1921. If Socialism succeeded 
in mobilising the untrained and uninstructed as a new electorate, 
wo should shortly sce the triumph of a Party without experience, 
with a policy dictated by irresponsible Juntas in the background. He 
concluded by urging all who realised the danger to abandon divisions, 
close their ranks and fizht the Socialists, who were consolidating 
and uniting their forces and making gigantic efforts to secure a new 
electorate, 


THE IRISH QUESTION. - 


Mr. Lloyd George’s Defence. - ' 


' London, March 23, 

In the House of Commons, replying to to a debate in which the 
Opposition, notably Mr. Asquith, criticised the Governme it's policy 
in Ireland and urged tho Government to secure a truce tf possible 
before Easter, Mr. Lloyd George declared that the Government 
proposed to put into operation ‘an Act which was: more generous 
than any previously introduced inthe House Commons, [If the 
Irish availed themselves thereof and chose their representatives at 
the elections in May, the Parliaments of the North and South would 
togethor form a Constituent Assombly fully empowered to consider 
and recommend changes. If they refused, the terponsibility would 
bo theirs and the Governmont would have to fall back on other 
measures for the governing of the country. 


Mr. Lloyd George denied Mr. Asquith’s implication that the 
Government's policy in. Ireland had failed after a six months" 
experiment. He declared that he had personally reviewed a number 
of cases of condemned rebela and found that their guilt was so 
blatant that neither he nor any other Premier would be justified in 
interfering with the execution of justice. The Government loathed 
the killings and counter-killings, but their indications of prepared- 
ness -to discuss with the responsible: leaders of Irish opinion had 
produced no reply. He declared-that there never would be: peace in 
Ireland until somebody on hebalf of the Irish accepted tho same 
responsibility as the Government were propared to accept on behalf 
of Englund, Scotland and Wales. ; , 


The Premier said he was not ashamed that the Government had 
so far failed to solve the Irish question, because some of the greatest 
men in the history of England had previously twied and. failed. He 
appealed to the House to assist the Guvornmont to take the only 
steps available to ostablish authority in Ire'and .to such .an extent 
that the real mind of Ireland should have free opportunity to 
declare itself. 


MORE SINN FEIN AMBUSHES. 


Outbreaks in Several: Places. 


: ' London, March 23. 
Eight Sinn Feiners were ‘killed and 20 wounded. and four 
policemen were wounded, not seriously, in three hours’ fighting at 
Lispole, Co. Kerry, where a patrol of nine policemen was ambushed 
by two hundred armed rebels, who were completely routed. The 
po:ice captured a quantity of armsand ammunition, One police- 
mon was killed and three. were severely wounded in an ambush at 
Karrowkennedy, Co, Mayo. Four youths were shot dead in a house 
at Clogheen, near Cork, which the Crown forces surrounded early 
this morning.

THE UPPER SILESIA PLEBISCITE. 


London, March 23. 

Different light is thrown on the result-of the Upper Silesia 
plebiscite, according to Reuter's correspondent at Warsaw, with the 
curious spectacle of both the Polish and German capitals joyfully 
‘selebrating victory. The Poles admit that a majority from the 
twelve hundred thousand votes has gone in favour of Germany, but 
claim 462 communes pro-Polish, against: .94 pro-German, Some 
commune results are still outstanding. They declare that seven 
districts are pro-German, against nine pro-Polish, including the whole 
of the valuable mining country, where the votes are 384,000 pro- 
Poland and 360,000 pro-Germany. vt 
fhe Polish submissions ure evidently based on the method of 
presentation of the figures, in respect to geographical rather than 
electoral areas, wherein the Germans scored seventeen and the Poles 
three. ; nae we ; 

“Reuter’s correspondent at Oppelns reports that Germany polled 
of nearly a quarter of a million over the whole province. 
Other London correspondents there agreo that the Poles scored well 
in the richest mineral areas. It is not considered that the plebiscite 
has much simplified tHe situation, for while the Germans are con- 
centrating on the claim that the unquestioned majority entitles ‘them 
to the whole province, the Poles urge’ extensive partitioning of the 
mining area. The Plebiscite Commission has a knotty task in recom- 
mending the new frontier line to the Supreme Council. ‘ 


RUSSIA AND AMERICA. 
Washington, March 23, 

There hag been no, official confirmation of the Moscow. wireless 
reports that the Soviet Government is appealing to President Harding 
to resume trade with Russia. The most definite indication of the 
Administration's attitude thereanent is the statement of Mr. Hoover 
that the question is political and not economic and any considerable 
Russo-American trade at present ia physically impossible because 
production has been destroyed under the Soviet system and Russia 
has nothing to export except gold, platinum and jewels which is in 
the hands of the Bolshevist Government and which would soon be 
exhausted, : 


INTERNATIONAL COMMERCE. 

. Paris, March 23, 

The International Chamber. of Commerce met yesterday under the 
presidency of M. Clementel. With newly-admitted groups it now 
comprises eleven nations. Two hundred and eight-seven new members 
were elected at the congress held in London at the end of June, The 
Council decided. to request the various governments of countries 
belonging to the League of Nations who have not yet ‘become affiliated, 
to send representatives of industry, commerce and banking to the 
London Congress at which Mr. Walter Leaf, Chairman of the London 
vounty, Westminster .and Paris Bank, will preside over the finance 
group. 


GERMANY’S REFUSAL TO PAY. 
i . Paris, March 23. 
The German Government has replied to the Reparations Commis- 
sion refusing to pay twelve milliards gold marks by May Ist as 
demanded and rejecting the Allied estimate of the deliveries she has 
already made and demanding the convocation of a meeting of experts 
to decide hereanent, adding that Germany is not in a position to pay. 


NORTH CHINA'S FAMINE, 
i Rome, March 23, 
The Osservatore Romano, the official Vatican organ, warmly appeals 
to all Roman Catholics to contribute to a subscription opened by the 
Congregation of Propaganda for its work in connection with the 
Chinese famine. The Congregation itself has subscribed one hundred 
thousand and two hundréd thousand lire. 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS TOO COSTLY. 
. San Salvador, March 23. 

It is reported from Managua that the Government of Nicaragua 
have begun negotiations with a view to resigning from the League of 
Nations, considering that the cost of membership, $4,000 monthly, 
ig excessive. Nicaragua already owes the League $48,000,

TInaspeech on Britain's pacific policy towards other 
nations, Mr. Austen Chamberlain has just declared that 
the idea of competition in armaments with the United 
States is horrible and, for us, unthinkable. In those words 
he expressed a view which, we are sure, is held by the great 
majority of Britishers and Armericans. Lt, can, indeed, be 
added that those who think otherwise are thoughitless, 
mischief-making jingues, of which, unhappily, every 
country still has a few. We have asserted more than once, 
and we desire now to repeat the statement, that not only 
can the idea of a possible conftict between Britain and 
America be written down as preposterous, but people who 
talk of such. a contingency are no better than deliberate 
strife-mongers. Blood is thicker than water, and with a 
common language and common ideals there can surely be 
no shadow of reason for fearing anything but the friend- 
liest of relations hetwecn the two great nations. 

it is.a pleasure to turn from the talk of mischief- 
‘ makers to the opinions expressed in high quarters rarding 
Anglo-American relations. . Recently,. just prior to. his 
departure for the States. the late U.S. Ambassador to 
London was honoured hy the Sulgrave Institution, and in 
the course of a speech which he delivered, Mr. Davis 
declared his belief that the friendship between the two 


nations was based upon too firm a foundation to be shaken, 


by any passing storm. He spoke of the essential unity of the 
two peoples, to foster and preserve which would be his con- 
stant aim. Lord Burnham, who also spoke, referred to the 
opportunity which Mr. Davis would have, on his ‘return 
to the States, to interpret British views to the American 
"- people. As one who had spent some months in America 
recently, Lord Burnham said he was convinced that there 
never was a time .when there was more need of rational 
and friendly interpretation of the two peoples’ views to 
each other. We can see the importance of this point; for 
js it not misunderstanding which is so often at the back of 
"national conflicts ? The more people get to know each 
‘other and understand their idiosyncracies, the deeper be-

Max the Iconoclast. : 

Long before the war ended 
writers in the Allied countries 
—not to mention their 
military champions—made fre- 
quent breaches in the legend of 
Hindenburg invincibility. They 
did not, however, go so far as to 
suggest ‘that the 
goneralissimo was a nonenity and 
a duffer; they just sought . to 
discount the Teutonic legend that 
he was: an Alexander and a 
Napoleoninone. In regard tothe 
victory over the Russians by the 
Mazurian lakes, a territory with 
which Hindenburg as a native 
was thoroughly conversant, he 
was regarded by the world in 
goneral ‘as having registered a 
distinct personal achieventient, 
and the Germans themselves 
hastened to testify thoir ad- 
miration by banging nails whole- 
sale into the big: wooden 
Hindonburg statue at so much 
a time for the bonofit of somo 
German war fund. Now tho 
legend has beon shattered, not by 
external assault, but from within; 
and tho iconoclast is that tren- 
chant publicist, Maximilian 
Hardon. Listen’to the summing- 
up: “This marvellous general, 
towering over Cuwsar and Bona- 
parto, on whom colleges of scionce 
and technology heaped diplomas, 
whose ‘significant’ head was 
praised by famous artists, and 
before whose divinity — tho 
Germans of-two Empires pros- 
trated themselves for four years, 
burying thoir brows and_ lips 
in the dvst—he never lived, 
he was invented, counter- 
feited, because the people 
needed a fetish. Nothing in the 
whole course of the war, not the 
smallest trifle, would have boen 
different if Hindenburg had never 
Joft his retirement in Hanover.” 
Max, it will be seon, strips overy 
shred of prestige away until he 
almost has one doubting whether 
the renowned captain of a few 
years back over existed in flesh 
and’ blood, but was not, rather, 
some magic fabrication for firing 
the German imagination. Of 
course, Harden, who is of Semitic 
descent, has o grudgo against the 
militarists, who suppressed his 
publications more than once; but 
after this heavy jolt the Hinden- 
burg statuo must experience some 
difficulty in standing upright. 


Comparative Statistics. 


Mr. Raymond D. Fosdick, for- 
merly Under-Secretary-General 
of the League of Nations, has 
published, through the Bureau of 
Social Hygiene, a report of the 
amazing proportions of crime in 
America as compared” with 
Europe. ‘Chicago in 1916, with o 
third of the population of London, 
had 105 premeditated murders, 
nearly 12 times as many as the 
British metropolis and 20 more 
than the whole of England 
and Wales. The situation in 
New York is as bad. Year 
after year it has had half 
a dozon times as many mur- 
ders ‘and’ homicides as London. 
In a three-year period ending 
1918 Glasgow. had 38 homicides. 
During the same period Phila- 
delphia, which is only a little 
larger, -had 281. St. Louis, 
approximately the: same size 
as Liverpool, has had in the 
last few years from eight to 
eleven times as many murdors, 
Burglary and robbery statistics 
are evon moré startling. Befpre 
tho war New York boasted a 
greater number of burglaries than 
England, Scotland, and Wales, 
and in 1919 Chicago had 2,146 
more than London. Of robberies 
and assaults, New York City has 
four to five times the number of 
the.whole of Great Britain. This 
looks, and is, a shocking record, 
but America might retort 
that she is indebted to Europe for 
alargeniumboer of the perpetrators 
in the form of undesirable 
immigrants, which was one of the 
reasons for the anti-immigration 
measure recently before -Con-

Did you try to attract the atten.

signals, 

Did you fire rookets or sound sig- 
nals?—Yes, on the first night we 
fired rockets and detonators.’ 

Could the. vessels passing on the 
night of the 3rd have heard or seen 
the eignals of distress ’—Yes, One 
of them Morsed to us, but wo could 
notreply because our dynamo was 
out. She could not see our oil 
lamps. 

What distreas signals were used ? 
—We fired detonators, which made 
loud explosions and lit up the whole 
chip like daylight. 

Which’ way was this passing ship 
going ?—I was not sure about these 
two. I was very busy at the time. 
4 just happened to see them, 
didn’t have ‘time to take much 
notice.. The one that Morsed was 
on tho port side, byt 1 couldn't say 
which direction she wus going. 

Have you any idea what ship she 
was and to which Company.she be- 
longed ?—No. : 

Mr. Jenkin: Was the course B 
3 degree S. the only course’ you 
know of?—Yes. That was the 
course steered when 1 went to the 
bridge, while I remuined on the 
bridge and when 1 handed the 
charge to the Captain. ;
